Chicago, Dec. 12.—A thousand dollar 
fine w as Imposed upon F ranklin union 
No. 4, press feeders, by Judge Holdom to 
day. The court found th e union as a cor- 
lioratlon guilty of contem pt of court for 
violation of an injunction restricting it as 
an organization from Interfering w ith the 
business of or employes of ten printing 
firms, members of the Chicago Typothe- 
tae. The judge's action creates a prece­ 
dent, it being the first tim e In the history 
of trades unionism th a t a court h as lined 
union as a corporation.

These in tu rn w’ere cooked and eaten by 
their late comrade.s. 
According to de­ 
serters M ullah is not suffering from a 
scarcity of food, but is husbanding his r e ­ 
sources. 
H e is re.stricting the distribu­ 
tion of food strictly to fighting men, leav­ 
ing cam p followers 
to shift for them ­ 
selves.

DEMOCRATIC SENATORS. 


Democratic senators held a caucus to 
day for the purpose of discussing the ad­ 
visability of attem pting to am end the 
Cuban reciprocity Wll, b u t adioam ed to 
m eet agate next M onday w llhoi|t arriving 
a t any conclusion. Tlie caucus w as splr- 
itect and sharply divided on the point a t 
issue, some senators contending num erous 
a m e n ^ e n ti? j ^ u i d be luresented. others^ 
holding out ajgalnst any effort w !»tcver 
to change tho c h a ra c t^ of the bill and 
standing 
for

against it. 


SENATE. 


Tho .senate spent m ore than five hours 
to day discussing the Cuban reciprocity 
bill. F oster (La.) led the discussion and 
occupied tho greater part of the day with 
argum ent in opposition to the measure. 
He declared its pas.sage would greatly 
injure, if It did not destroy, the sugar 
growing industry of the United States? 
Depew’ on the Republican side and Clay 
on ihe Democratic .supported the bill as a 
m easure in th e interest of both countries. 
Clay said he accepted it asi a provision 
for reduction of dutie.s on the part of Ixith 
countries. 
% 


Senator Foster (I^i.), discussing the Cu­ 
ban bill, said: 


“Cuba Is, competent w ithin the life of 
the treaty to m ake all the sugar thl.s 
country needs. It can m ake sugar cheap­ 
er and with reduction which is m ade Irt 
this treaty it means*, the slow but sure 
death of; th e beet indus|m ^^a|L(j^ct.aln 
death of the cane in d u s h y o f m y state. 
All development In.»thi.s countrs’ would be 
ch eck ed .-W e never will be able to get 
capital to invest in beet su^^r plants in 
the west in the face of the showing th a t 
can be m ade in Cuba..” 


Foster, replying to inquiry by F a ir­ 
banks, gave the cost of sugar production 
in Cuba to be 1% cents per pound; cost 
of cane su g ar in Louisiana, 3 cents, and 
beet sugar in the w est a slight increa.se 
over th is figure. 


Fo.ster closed w ith the declaration th a t 
passage of this bill would mean denial to 
the sugar states of the sisterly considera­ 
tion due from other states, and predicted 
an outbreak of sectionalism not unlike 
th a t which prevailed in the south in civil 
w ar tlnjes. 


Depew declared Foster’s remark.«* had 
no rightful place in to e debate on the bill 
before the senate. H e said this bill shows 
no sectionalism nor revival of the old 
feeling betw'een the south and north, and 
he declared th a t while Louisiana is inter­ 
ested, it is no more so than Colorado, 
Ariaona, New Mexico. 
Michigan, 
N e­ 
braska, N em Y ork and a number^ of o th e r 
states. This, he said, should end discus­ 
sion of 
the character in d u lg ^ In 
by 
Foster. 


Depew said the United States bad a 
hand in every revolution in Cu Ik i; th a t 
rebelllonK were fomented here and money 
raised hero to keep them alive. 
W hen 
Spain was drivn out and the bandits and 
guerillas became farm ers and workm en 
we invited them to form a republic. H o 
endeavored lo show we w ere responsible 
for the governm ent of Cuba, and th a t 
conditions were such th a t w ithout this 
new relation proposed betw'een the counr 
tries CiJba would be unable to take care 
of her people.

H e w as w ith some friends this morning 
a t the Cosmos club, of which he has been 
a pronilnent member for many years, but 
became suddenly ill about 10 o’clock. Sur­ 
geon General W ym an w as a t the club a t 
tho tim e and lmmedla,tely administered 
medical aid. 
P roctor improved so much 
as to encourage his friends to hope for 
speedy recovery. Mrs. P roctor w as not! 
ed and also the president, who expressed 
concern and kept in touch w ith the-piSt- 
*4ent’s condition. 


Shortly after 2 o'clock there w as another 
¿.ttack. The stricken m an gasped twice 
and death followed. ;PrèsW ent a n d ^ s . 
Rposevelt were shocked a t th è news. They 
caUed personally a t ‘th e club house and 
spent considerable tim e a t Proctor s bed­ 
side; .When the president returned to the 
wMte' hottse Mrs. Roosevelt reniitined with 
if f?r.'Proctor.

Lieu­ 
tenant Proctor now a t Norfolk navy yard. 


Proctor was a native of K entucky, was 
a confederate .soldier and after the w ar 
becam e state geologist; w as a mem ber of 
the jury of aw ards of the Chicago'world's 
fair; was appointed by President Cleve­ 
land a member of the civil service com­ 
mission ten years ago a t the suggestion 
of President Roo.sevelt, then a member of 
the commls.*iion.

M'EDFRBSH. 


At 5 o^clock Saturday morning. 
Rev, G R. S. McElfresh peacefully 
passed from earth to heaven at his 
home on Hardin avenue, after an ill 
ness of seWral months’ duration. 


Mr. McElfresh was born in Nich 
olas county, Ky., March 21, 1832, anc 
two'years later came with his parents 
to this state, the family, locating near 
Ebenezer, in tins çpiinty, where he 
lived untU reaching maturity. He hac 
the honor of being one of; the few. 
who attended the schooLof the proph­ 
ets, organized by the beloved Peter 
Akers, about where Ebeneyxïr church 
now stands, though the institution 
did not last many years. At thè age 
of 10 his name was enrolled on the 
books of the church, while Rev 
Michael Shunk was pastor, though he 
probably was not fully aware of what 
he was doing, for an autobi(^raphy 
written recently by him, states tha 
under the ministry of Rev. George 
Rutledge ho was converted at the age 
of 16. Ho seemed from the first call­ 
ed to the ministry, for at the age of 
20 he was licensed to exhort by Rev 
B. Newman, and a year later Rev. J 
S. Barger gave him a preacher’s li­ 
cense. For two years he served the 
people in various ways in tho house 
of God and then was admitted to Üie 
Illinois conference of the Methodist 
church on trial, which was wholly sat 
isfactoiy; so that in two years-he was 
ordained a deacon by Bishop Scott 
and two years afterward (in 1859), 
Bishop Simpson ordained him an el­ 
der, and from that time forward he 
was an active man as long as his 
strength permitted. He was much in 
demand whei*o he was known and 
served the fo'llowing churches in this 
state: Greenfield, Pittsfield, Hills­ 
boro, Virginia, Shdbyville, Cham­ 
paign, Atlanta (two years), Paris, 
Rushville (three years), Griggsville, 
Payson, Winchester (two years), Wa- 
verly, Carlinville (three years), Quin­ 
cy district (three years). 


Failing health induced ihim to de­ 
cline further active service, though 
ho supplied at Mt. Zion, Taylorville 
and New Berlin for some time, and 
he has many times b^n called on to 
occupy pulpits in various places ann 
his presence'was always welcotne. He 
was a man of singular purity of char­ 
acter and gentleness of disposition. 
Ho made M ^ds and not enemies, 
and was well nigh universally respect­ 
ed. He was one of the earlier mem­ 
bers of the great body of noble min 
isters to whom the country owes so 
much. Willing to work for a meager 
salary, far less than his talents would 
have commanded in almost any other 
calling, he> went cheerfully about his 
Master’s business and did his duty 
as he found it, as á good soldier who 
obeys and ne^er complains. He was 
firm as a rock^when principle was at* 
stake, but gentle as a dove in dealing 
with the erring and all whom lie 
might win to a better life. His name 
is fragrant and hia memory sacred. 


His wife remains to walk a time 
alone until called to her reward. Two 
sons. Fred, of Oregon, and William, 
of Boston, also survive him, and one 
daughter, Mrs. Mary Crain, of Ur­ 
bana.

The funeral will be conducted from 
Centenary church Monday at 2 p..m., 
and those desiring to see the remains 
will please call at the house before 
noon of that day.

Fred Strube was ill to day for the first 
time since he has been in the Jail here. 
A physician was summoned, who admin­ 
istered to hla wants, and this evening he 
w'as resting easy. H is ailment ia not of a 
serious nature and Is thought to have been 
caused by his confinement StrubSe has 
always been an active youth and much 
given to exercise out of doors. IHs con­ 
finement is telling on him in this way and 
the usual pallor which marks all convicts 
of the young man. 
Is slowly spreading over the countenance 
The excrem ent in the city is even less 
marked than when Stnibe was fiijrt: caught 
and taken to the county jail at Springfield.
